The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, Sand 11 -19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 

or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as obvious over Collins et al (US 

5,998,543). 

Collins et al teach a stable latex blend comprising small polymeric particles of 45- 
80 nm and large polymeric particles of 110-450 nm at col. 3, lines 1-8 and in examples. 
The use of said latex blend with other water-dispersible polymer such as polyester, 
polyurethanes and epoxy resins is also taught at col. 11, lines 37-44. Said water- 
dispersible polymer implies that it is a powder form since a water-based latex is utilized 
in conjunction with said water-dispersible polymer. Painted film of examples meet the 
instant article absent particular articles. Thus, the instant invention lacks novelty. 
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Claims 1-3, 5 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over 
Collins et al (US 5,998,543) alone, or in view of Troy et al (US 5,599,854). 

The instant invention further recites a polymeric particle with at least 10 wt.% of a 
rubbery core over Collins et al who teach the utilization of core/shell particles at col. 3, 
line 2. Troy et al teach the instant core/shell particles in example 1 . 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of invention to 
utilize core/shell particles having at least 10 wt.% of a rubbery core in Collins et al with 
or without teaching of Troy et al since Collins et al who teach the utilization of core/shell 
particles and since such core/shell particles are well known in the art. 

Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Inoue et al (US 6,130,288). 

Inoue et al teach the instant composition at col. 1 , line 65 to col. 2, line 6 and in 
table 1 . Thus, the instant invention lacks novelty. 

Process claims 6-1 0 are allowed. 

Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
